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g@ HO’ Ihave but a very indifferent 
Opinion of one Set of Men, yet I 
believe there is no Man wicked e- 
nough to imagine that any thing 
which ever appeared in this Paper, 
. tended to weaken that juft, that 
seule, that a MO Jealoufy which every Engli/- 
man ought to have of France. If there is Contention a- 
mongft us on that Head it ought to be who frould diftrefs 
ber moft. But, I am forry to fay it, that Matters have been 
fo managed as if we had ftrove how to favour her moft 
effectually, by friving bow to diftre/s ourfelves moft. 

The Experience now of Ages has fhewn us that it is 
not the Lofs of a few Towns, it is not the Slaughter of 
her Soldiers, it is not the Wafte of her Treafure, that can 
effecually diftrefs France ; could thefe have done it, her 
State, even at this Time, had been defperate. It is our 
ating in that Sphere which Nature has pointed out to 
Britons ; it is making Ule of thofe Advantages which fhe 
has given us; it is our own Unanimity, to be indepen- 
dent on the Continent, that ever can diftrefs an Enemy, 
whofe Refources on Land, when compar’d to ours, are 
infinite ; and whofe Trade, of late, in moft Branches, 
rivals, and if many furpafles, our own, 

Would we cut the Sinews of French Power let us de- 
firoy her Trade; let us apply the prodigious Sums ex- 
pended on ufelefs ridiculous Attempts, in the Encreafe 
and Improvement of that Service where alone Britain can 
and ought to be formidable; and if we ever intermeddle in 
the Affairs of the Continent, let it be in endeavouring to 
bind up the bleeding Wounds of that Intereft, whofe Co- 
alition alone has ever been, and is now able to ftop the 
formidable Progrefs of France —-In this the Houfe of 
Aufiria is not more eoncern’d than is the Houfe of Bran- 
denburg; the Heffans full as much as the Dutch; and 
Britons not lefs than H————xs, 





But I know not by what Fatality it has happened of 
late that tho’ (except in the laft fatal one) in every En- 
gagement, in every Enterprize, it has been pretended that 
we and our Allies haye been fuccefsful, yet France has 
been a Gainer in the Whole. Jt puts one in mind of the 
Obfervation of Tacitus upon the Roman Conqueft of Bri- 
tain, Dum finguli pugnant univerfi vincuntur.— In fhort it 
is not more the Intereft of all Engii/bmen ‘to join in abo- 
lifhing Faétion in England, than it is the Intereft of all 
Europe to endeavour to abolith all Diftinétions of Inte- 
refts and Houfes upon the Continent, that all may unite 
in the common Caufe againit France.——But how well 
that Maxim has been underftood, or if underftood, pur- 
fued, witnefs the almoft ruin’d Barrier of the Dutch, and 
the melancholy Divifions among the Proteftants in Ger- 
many; where, of four great Proteftant Princes, whofe 
Religion, Maxims, and Intereft, lead them to a deter- 
gnin’d Oppofition to France, yet three of them have, for 
fome time, been her faithful Friends and Allies. 

But I am forry to find that the Public has, of late, been 
$e much amus’d with the Sounds of our yait Land Arma- 
gents, that it has never refle€tedon what they have done, 
x rather what they have notdone. Have we ever heard 


it fairly and honefily own’d to what the fhameful Inacti- 
vity of the lift Campaign was owing; that Inactivity 
which has brought ovr Barrier (for the Batrier of Ho/- 
land is the Barrier of England, and was purchas'd at the 
Expence of Eng/i> Blood and Money) into its prefent de- 
plorable Condition ? If EngijSmen are yet infenfible of the 
Importance of that Barrier, I cannot do better than to fill 
up the Remainder of this Paper with the followiffg Quo- 
tation, from an Author who underftood it perfectly well ; 
I mean the Author of the Barrier Treaty vindicated. 
This Writer maintaining that the Barrier offer'd by the 
Preliminaries in 1709, was infufficient for the Seeurity of 
the Dutch againft France, fays, 

That that Barrier was really not fufficient for the De- 
fence of the Low Countries, will appear, by comparing 
it with the End and Intention of a Barrier“in general ; 
which is, to put a Country in fuch a Pofture of Defence, 
that it may not eafily be invaded or over-run. But no 
Country can enjoy that Security while it is covered with 
one fingle Line or Chain of Towns only, which if it be in 
any one Part broken into, gives the Enemy Entrance in- 
to the very Heart of the Country. 

Such a Barrier therefore can never be thought a fuf- 
ficient and reafonable Security, @pecially againft an E- 
nemy who has always in Readinefs a Force fuperior to 
what, on a fudden, can be brought againft him. But 
fuch is the Situation of the Netherlands, it has an Ene- 
my hovering upon its Borders, who is always in a bet- 
ter Pofture to invade, than thofe Provinces are to defend 
themfelyes ; and when their out-works are taken, all 
within isan open Country at the Mercy of the 
ror, 


Conque- 
There are indeed many great Towns in the Ne- 
therlands, more perhaps than in any other Country of the 
like Extent: But it is that which, in fome Refpects, helps 
to make its Weaknefs. They are in no Condition to 
ftop the Progrefs of a victorious Army, as. we ourfelves 
found this very War after the Battle of Ramellies, when 
they opened their Gates to the Duke of Marlboraugh, as 
faft as he could fummons them, And were they in o- 
ther Refpeéts, capable of making fome Defence, they are 
fo large, that each of them would require almoft an 
Army for its Garrifon: So that there is a Neceflity for 
thofe who defend this Country, either to leave thofe 
Towns without ‘Troops, or to have ng Army in the 
Field ; either of which would end in the Lofs of the 
Netherlands. And fappofing they had an Army, it could 
not ftir ought of Sight of their Towns, without leaving 
themfelves much expofed, It was this obliged the Allies laft 
War to be, in a manner, altogether upon the Defenfive ; 
the Netherlands, for want of a fufficient Barrier being fo 
much expofed, that they never durft venture to leave 
them without an Army ; And whag a fatal Influence this 
had upon thatWar I need not fay ; while France was fo well 
covered, as to have nothing to fear from the Allies, and 
therefore was at Liberty to act offenfiyely on any Side ; 
but the Hands of the Allies were ticd, and it was more 
than they could do to defend a large and weak Frontier, 
This may let ys fee that a good Barrier is more particu- 
larly neceflary for the Preverfation of the Netherlands than

only, is by no Means fufficient for that End; fince France, 
by a fudden Invafion, having taken but one Town, may 
make all the reft of the Barrier perfectly Infignificant, 
and over-run the whole Country before any Meafures can 
be concerted for its Defence. 

But the Barrier fettled by the Predimisaries of 1709, 
in moft Parts of it, confifts but in ome fingle Chain of 
Towns: From Newport, for Example, to Menin, (that is, 
from the Sea to the Lys ) there isno Place of any Strength 
but Ypres; and from Tourmay to Namur (that is from the 
Schelde to the Maes) there is no Place of Strength for 
a fecond Line, but Moss only. Nor is the Barrier any 
flronger betwixt the Lys and the Schelde; where Life is 
plainly too much expofed, if Douay continues in French 
Hands, as it does by the Preliminaries. If therefore wo 
would have the Nether{ands, by fuch a Barrier, as may in 
any Degree anfwer the End and Intention of a Barrier in 
general, and be a tolerable Security againit France, it 
muft be fo formed as not to leave it eafier for France ta 
invade than to be invaded; otherwife thofe Countries, 
tho’ they were in other Refpects equal to France, would 
never be fufficiently fecured, but muit alwaysbe in Dan, 
ger from a Prince, whofe own Country is fo much better 
covered, that he may hope to invade them with Impuni- 
ty. Whereas when Things are on fuch a Foot, as may 
make it full as eafy to invade France, as it is for France 
to invade her Neighbours, fhe will not eafily be the Ag 
greflor ; and if the fhould, fhe may have Reafon to re- 
pent it: The Confequence of which would be, that this 
Part of the World might hope to enjoy a /afling Peace, 
But that this can never be effected by the Barrier fixed in 
the Preliminary Treaty, is evident from what has been 
faid above ; and therefore that Barrier cannot be thought 
fufficient for the End propofed, This was the Opinion 
of all that were acquainted with the Intereft of the Low 
Countries at the time of thefe Negotiations; Infomuch 
that the States were mightily blamed for not infifting up, 
on a better Frontier for the Nether/ands, and, particu- 
larly for receding from Valenciennes, which the Engijb - 
Miniflers were dire&led to infift upon for a Part of thely 
Barrier, as appears by their Infiruétions lately printed, 
So. far were the States from being guilty of the Defign 
charged upon them by the Emjflaries of France, of cons 
tinuing the War jn order to aggrandize themfelyes by the \ 
Conquefts in the Low Countries; that it is plain they 
would have been content, for the fake of Peace, to fit 
down with, in Truth, 4 lefs Barrier, than their own im- 
mediate Safety required.

French ufed Capt. Turner and his Men extremely civil ; 
but ina few Hours after he was taken, his Veflel funk 
downrigh, the Frenca in her narrowly eicaping being 
drown" 

By the fame Channel we have Advice, that a Snow Pri- 
vateer of Six Carriage Guns, and ‘Twenty Swivels, was 
ready to ful from St. Malo’s the 7th Init, intending to 
cruize off Lundy, in the Briflo! Channel. She is low-built, 
with Gown hawl Topfails, 

The above Privateers have taken the Nightingale Brig, 
Kenny, from Biddeford for Maryland; and he Peace, 
Hopkins, of Biddeford; the firft is fent into St. Malo’s 
the other into Breit. 

The Henry, Little, from St. Kitts for this Port, is alfo 
carried into St. Malo. 

Newcafiie, May 18. His Majefly’s Ship the Faulkon, 
the Hioa, John Birmingham, of 6 aine Pounders, 12 fix 
Pounders, and about 70 Men, fell in laf Tuelday, off 
Flamboroughead, with a French Privateer of 18 nine 
Pounders, 6 fix Pounders, and about 200 Men: The 
Faulkon fought her feveral Glaffes; but Night coming 
on, they both lay to, and in the Morning rencwed the 
Engagement, when the Privateer, having loft a great 
many Men, thought proper to fheer off.

The Niarguis de Valori has informed his Profian Ma- 
jefty, by the Order of the Moft Chriflian King, that 
from a jut enfe and grateful Acknowledgment of the 
Steadinels and Fide!ity with which he has executed his En- 
gagements to the Crown of [’rance, he his willing to em- 
ploy a Body of 20,000 Men for his Pruffian Majefty’s 
Service, wherever, againft whom, and in what manner 
fhall appear to him moft convenient; and that he has 
nothing more to do, than to fignify his Pleafure in this 
Refpeét tothat Miniter; and his Defires fhall be imme- 
diately complied with. 

Letters from Drefcen inform us, that a B: dy of 400

Three Wecks, notwithflanding the Enemy had carried 
on an Attack againtt it at the fame time that they 
befieged the ‘Town, ‘This Man deferted from the ‘Town 
with his Difpatches in his Shoes; and having ftay’d one 
Day with the French, made a-fhift to getto the Camp of 
the-Alliies.

‘They likewile fay, that Deferters unanimou- 
fly report, that by @ Mine fprung the igth, Part of a Cur- 
tine was blown up, with a whole Battalion of French 
Troops lodg’d upon it.

On ‘Tueiday laft we made an untuccefsful Attack on 
the Enemy’s Lines near ‘Tournay, in order to relieve 
that important Place; This Bloody Buttle began at Eight 
an the Morning, and continued till I'wo in the Atter- 
noon, when our Generals obferving our Ranks to be very 
thin, and rather than rifk the Deitru€tion of the whole 
Army, thought it prudent to command a Retreat, which 
was perform’d in excellent Order, tae Enemy not giving 
us the leatt Ditturbence; a moft certain Indication that 
Monfieu:s had their Bellies-full of Fighting. We fought 
this Bacle againit a fuperior Army, under the greateit 
Disadvantages imaginable ; for owrs was furrounded with 
dreadful Batteries of {mall and heavy Artillery, which 
piay’d upon us inceflantly, and fwept us away in great 
ssunbers, and therr Entrencaments were fo deep, that 
thor Fire feem'd to {pring out of the Earth ; but not- 
withilanding ail thefe almott infuperable Difficulties, we 
for’d their Entrenchments twice, 2nd drove them almoft 
back to their Camp with great slaughter; and it’s unt- 
erilly thought here, that if a certain General Officer 
had done his Duty, we fheuld have carried our Point, 
jorced their Camp, and gained a complete Viétory. I 
with that kind Providence would but for once throw them 
in ovr Way upon more equal ‘Terms, and I am fully 
periuadcd we then fhould but have an Hour’s Work or 
two upon our Hands. We have loft a great Number of 
brave Men, and gallant Officers, bet by many Circum- 
flauces we are convine’d the Enemy’s Lofs far exceeds 
ours. ‘The V«lour and Bravery of his Royal Highnefs 
can never be to much extoll’d and admir’d ; he was by 
‘Turns on every Spot of Ground on the Field of Battle, 
giving his Orders with the utmoft Retolution and Firm- 
ne's of Mind, and was an Eye. Witnels of the undaunted 
Behaviour of every Regiment in the Britifh Army ; all 
cur Patislions ilood like Walls, and our Squadrons as fo 
pyiny Kocks, encouray’< by his Words, and animated by 
his Lxample; he «xpos himéelf to the greateft Dangers 
ke a Grenadier, and it may be properly faid was upon 
the Forlora-Hope during the whole Time of Action, and 
yet miraculoufly efcap’d without the leat Hurt. His 
Royal Highnefs honour’d us with the warmeft Poft, fo con- 
figuenty we fuffir’d much more than any cther Regiment 
of Cavalry ; we had feventy-nine Hortes kil?'d upon the 
Spot, and fixty-two wounded ; and about fifty Men kill’d 
and wounded; we loft no Officer, but had five wounded, 
andas for mylelf, thank God, I ftill fleep in a whole 
Skin. I went thro’ as great Fatigue this ‘Time as I did 
at Dettingen, for being order’d upon the Covering Party 
the Morning before, I was nigh forty Hours on Horfeback, 

As our Army was marching in Review by his Royal 
Highnefs to our Encampment, im the Evening of the Day 
of Battle, when our Regiment came up he call’d for the 
commanding Officers (upon which we halted and then 
addiefs’d him, and us all, in thefe Words; Sir, I thank 
thank you in particular for the great and fignal Services 
which your Regiment has done me this Day, by your 
extraordinary Care and Conduét: And Gentlemen, I 
thank you all for your gallant Behaviour; you have 
acted like good Soldicrs, and brave Englifhman, and 
gain’d immortal Honour. He faid much more than this 
to the fame Purpofe, but as I_ am an Officer of the Corps, 
it may not be thought decent in me to enlarge, but I 
hope thus much will be fufficient to covince all prejudiced 
Perfons thatthe Blues don’t want Courage Before I con- 
clude this Subeét, I muft megtiona little Incident which 
happen’d; one of our Men having loft his Horfe, he took 
up a Mufket, and join'd the Grenadiers of the front Rank 
of the firft Battalion of Foot Guards; buta blue Coat, 
a Hat, and Jack Boots, were fo remarkable a Drefs, that 
he was foon obieiv’d by our young Eero, who gave him 
Five Guineas for bis extraordinary Bravery and Zeal to be 
fervicable in any Capacity.
